A fisherman writes: At htfall 
trout frequently move from the deeper I 
‘water to shallows, im order to feed, | 
and will then take the fly more freely. H 
A trout that has concealed himself so |. 
that he cannot see about him very 
well is much more apt to take the fly | 
than a trout in open water. 

The trout in the open has perhaps | 
seen the fly, under frequent casts, 
slowly approaching, and has had a | 
chance to appraise its value, or has | 
observed to himself that it is unnat- | 
ural that a natural and edible fly | 
should continue to alight on the water 
and then fly up with such unvarying | 
regularity. So by the time it reaches 
his striking range he is prepared to 
treat it with disdaimful contempt. 

But take this same trout concealed || 
under:a log, ora rock, or some grass, 
and have the fly, suddenly and without. 
warning, fall delicately on the water 
within his jurisdiction—he may forget 
his caution and all the lessons of ex- 
perience. It is hard for a trout to re- 
sist a quick temptation, one that he is 
not given time to reason about. For 
these reasons it is difficult to take 
trout with a fly from open spring 
ponds, although now and then in such 
a pond all the trout seem to be 
simultaneously attacked by a fatal 
credulity.
